REMARKS 

Claims 1, 2, 6-11, 14-19 and 21-26 are pending in the application. No claims have been 
amended, canceled or added. 

Applicants believe that this response addresses the Examiner's rejection and that any 
changes do not introduce new matter into the specification, limit the scope of the claims or result 
in any prosecution history estoppel. 

Double Patenting

patenting rejection.

Claims 23-26 have been allowed.
